Drill Second Well In 
Lloydminster Field 


Lloydminster Oll Producers Ltd, 
operating in the néwly discovered oil 
field at Lloydminster, ‘170 miles east 
of Edmonton, today reported that 
operations had commenced on No. 2 
well. The derrick, Shown above, was 
erected—equipment installed — and 
drilling, with the Company's new rig, 
started on August 9th. The well has 
already reached a depth of over 1000 
feet, and producing oil sand should be 
contacted arotind 2000 feet. 

Operations at the No, 2 well were 
delayed owing to’a disastrous fire, 
which occurred in June at the No. 1 
well, destroying a large part of the 
drilling outfit capable of making very 
fast time. : 

Of 19 wells drilled by Companies in 
this field 18 are producers. This 
amount of drilling has indicated that 
probably a block of at least 20,000 
acres may now be considered semi- 
proven acreage—a potential of 60,000 
barrela per day,

However they are exclusive of 
rentals on the 160 acres on whith a 
well is drilled which has determined 
the presence of petroleum or natural 
gas and no credits will be granted on 
wells drilled within 5/8 of a mile of 
such well. 

Where credits are established in 
excess of the rentals they may be ap- 
plied on other rentals on ‘wildcat 
acreage up to a maximum of 35,000 
acres, 

If the lessee fails in active drilling 
the eredits may be reduced, cancelled 
or withdrawn.

etn Quebec, It seemed a long way 
north until we had a chat with W. J. 
Davis the base manager. 

He showed us an order for a flight 
a little farther north yet, 1,000 miles 
to be exact. Piled on the dock while 
‘we had our chat were several hun- 
dred feet of lumber, some tents bed 
@prings, mattresses, groceries gaso- 
line engines and gasoline drums be- 
longing to a diamond drill crew. 

The lumber was for tent floors and 
the crew was already to be flown 100 
miles farther into the wilderness of 
northern bush which stretches to the 
Arctic Ocean. Mr. Davie estimates it 
would take ‘about six trips each way 


and the whole job will cost a good. 


many hundreds of dollars, 

The two commercial planes at the 
base, a Noorduyn Norseman and an 
old Fairchild, make several trips a 
day, keeping in touch every 20 min- 
utes with the radio station set up in 

a small frame office building a few 
yates from the dock, 

The operatcr tells us he can keep 
in touch while the planes are within 
a 500 to 600 range but that beyond 
that they pass out of his hearing and 
are taken over by other radio sta- 
‘tions which may be within communi- 
cations distance, 

Practically all the flights are north 
into country where the only alterna- 
tive means of transportation is by 
canoe and portage. Transportation 
which can take many months against 
hours by plane, 

Mining: men who have struck it 
rich and are in a hurry to get south 
to the bright lights often éall up and 
want to charter a plane for a flight 
to Montreal, and such calls multi- 
plied when railroad sleeper gervice to 
Montreal and Toronto was cancelled 
in order to look after ‘returning 
troops. Davis turns them all down, 
however, for the present at least. 
Too many prospectors and fur trap- 
pers have made appointments months 
back for @ plane to drop in on some 
lake hundreds of miles from nowhere 
on such and such a date to fly them 
back to civilization, 

Davis laughingly bemoans the fact 
that this year he's’flown just about 
everything but his “annual corpse.”

Nylons’ Cirdles 
On Sale Soon 


There is good news for Canadian 
women—government controllers are 
talking of the possibility of nylon 
stockings returning to store counters 
“within a few months.” 

Two-way-stretch girdles als are 
due for a come-back, but not quite so 
soon, bn 

Officials said the nylon aituation 
will depend on that in the United 
States, where the talk is of stockings 
being produced in a matter of weeks, 
It probably will be a bit longer in 
Canada. 

Nylon yarn is expected to be made 
available to the hosiery industry in 
the U.S. ag soon as war contracts 
are cancelled, Since stocking manu- 
facture reguires no great reconver- 
sion from present war commitments, 
manufacturers, can start production 
immediate: 

This may not” imealMinmedlate 
supplies of stockings. The Post-War 
Planning committee of the U.S. hos 
fiery industry has recommmended that 
a minimum stockpile of 8,000,000 


pairs be built up before any stockings : 


are released to retailers. 

Most pre-war Canadian nylon 
stockings were made in Canada from 
yarn imported from the U;S. 

The ending of the war with Japan 
also. means the return of silk stock- 
ings, but not for “possibly a year,” 
officials egtimated. 

Allied bombing of Japan and other 
war -conditions in that country have 
ruined much of the ‘Japanese silk in- 
dustry and it is not known _ here 
whether a stockpile of raw silk is 
available for immediate shipment to 
Allied countries, 

The Chinese silk industry is in an

During the past week there has 
beerr a decided improvement—approx 
imately 3%—in the total moisture 
condition of the three prairie provin- 
ces. The condition for the three pro- 
vinces as a whole now stands at 89% 
of normal, compared with 86.3% 
last week afd 97.6% at this time a 
year ago, * 

‘The total moisture condition for 
Alberta is now 82% of normal, com- 
pared with 78% last week and 88% 
at this time a year ago. For Saskat- 
chewan the total condition is now 
88% of normal, compared with 83% 
last week ahd 99% at this "ime a 
year ago. For Manitoba the total 
condition is now 115% of normal, 
compared with 114% last week and 
118% at this time a year ago, 

The precipitation which has occur- 
red during this growing season from 
April Ist to August 6th has been in 
Alberta t less than normal 
in all Crop, ts excepting 2, 4, 
and 6, which have received normal 
rainfall. 

Some statements have appeared in 
the press offering the opinions that 
recent raing have come too late to 
do the crop any good. Experiments 
do not confirm this statement. It is 
found that up to the very day of cut- 
ting—unleas the crop is over-ripe— 
rains help»to increase vieja, size of 
kernel and ne Teeny.
